Washington, May 6 <AP)—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt took a hand in the 
deadlocked soft coal negotiations to­ 
day by telling, both operators and 
labor 
that 
“agreement 
must 
be 
reached promptly” on a new wage 
contract. 
With 460.000 United Mine Work­ 
ers idle in 26 states and reports of 
threatened coal shortages in many 
communities increasing, Mr. Roose­ 
velt said differences between the 
two groups “appear not to be in­ 
surmountable and tile orderly pro­ 
cess of collective bargaining should 
suffice to bring about their adjust­ 
ment.” 
He expressed his views in a tele­ 
gram to John R Stedman, chief of 
the Labor department’s conciliation 
service, who is in New York trying 
to work out an agreement. The mes­ 
sage was dispatched to Stedm an 
Friday night and made public by tile 
White House this morning. 
It followed a report to the Presi­ 
dent from Secretary of Labor Perk­ 
ins that the negotiating committee, 
including 
C I O. 
Chief 
John 
L. 
Lewis, the United Mine Workers 
president, had become deadlocked 
over the question of a new wage 
agreement. 
Mr. Roosevelt said that he believed 
the differences could be overcome 
by bargaining he urged “that the 
present negotiations with the fed­ 
eral commissioner continue and that 
all sit down with the intention to 
reach a fair, honorable and work­ 
able agreement in a spirit of give 
and take.”
